NAHE. 

I. This club shall be called the "American Folk Lore 
Society, Montreal Branch." 

OFFICERS. 

II. The officers shall be a President, ist and 2nd Vice- 
PresidentSi Secretarv and Treasurer, who with the LaHies' Tom- 
mittee, which shall consist^ of six members, shall constitute the 
Executive Board. The officers shall be elected by a majority 



vote and hold office for ohq year. Vacancies occurring during 
the year may be filled for the unexpired term by the Executive 
Board. 






DUTIES.
